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DETAILED ACTION 



Request for Continued Examination 

A request for continued examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/30/03 has 
been entered. An action on the RCE follows. 

1. Claims 1-16 and 25-50 are allowed and renumbered as 1-5, 7-9, 13-17, 19-21, 
10-11, 22-23, 25-28, 30-31, 34-37, 39-40, 6, 18, 12, 24, 32, 29, 33, 41, 38, and 42, 
respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations: a) 
a first bond pad of the at least one pair of bond pads located in an internal portion of the 
semiconductor die, as recited independent claims 1 and 29, and b) a first electrical 
termination means of each of the at least one pair of electrical termination means 
located in an internal portion of the semiconductor die, as recited in independent claims 
9 and 35, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific 
combination claimed.
